Let’s be big this year. We resi- 
dents of Andover have drawn into 
our shell for the last several years 
and said: “No we won't contribute 
to the Community Chest because it 
is connected with Lawrence.” But 
this year let us all pitch in, let 
us all forget the old theoretical, 
unworthy arguments against help- 
ing our family man, Of course it’s 
connected with ‘Lawrence, but so is 
Andover.

to their main raison d'etre, have 
conducted their liquor dispensing 
on such a high plane that they 
do not feel they should be pena- 
lized by losing their licenses be- 
cause of the excesses of others. 

But it is safe to say that a ma- 
jority of the people in Andover 
who vote for license will be voting 
for it in spite of our drunks, and 
the majority who vote against it 
will be doing so because of our 
drunks. Most of our residents are 
not against allowing people to 
drink, but they are against people 
getting drunk and becoming pub- 
lic nuisances. If license is defeated, 
it will be defeated because people 
feel that drunkenness cannot be 
prevented with license in town. 

If license is approved, it will be 
because people feel that in some 
way the abuses can be eliminated. 
We hope sincerely that in addition | 
to the recent drawing up of the | 
black list of 24 drunks, the licen- 
sees will, if the town votes “Yes,” 
show their appreciation for the 
privilege given them by drawing 
up a code of their own, which 
should cover ‘the following points; 
(1)—No sale to those on the black 
list; (2)—No sale to those on Ww. 
P. A., welfare, or those who can- 
not afford it; (3)—No sale to those 
who are nearly drunk; (4)—Ure- 
ing the police to arrest and hold 
for fines those who do become 
drunk, thus making inebriation an 
expensive affair;(5)—Keeping the 
place of sale tidy, clean and re- 
spectable at all times; (6)—Rigid 
compliance ‘with all state laws, es- 
pecially those regarding hours of 
sale, use of back door, etc. 

And because there would have 
to be some way of enforcing this 
code, because the A. B, C, in Bos- 
ton seems inclined not to stress 
obedience to the law, the local lic- 
ensees should be willing to sign 
their names to the following state- 
ment: “Desiring as we do to rig- 
idly comply with this code, and 
feeling that our Board of Select- 
men are men whose exercise of 
discretion is motivated mainly by 
a sense of fairness, we hereby 
agree not to appeal to the A. B. C. 
over the head of the selctmen if 
they find that anyone of us has not 
lived up to this code.”

A vigorous denunciation of the 
local saloons was contained in a 
letter sent this week to the League 
of Women Voters and the Service 
Club by Rey. George B. Frost. He 
blamed the license vote of two and 
four years ago on overconfidence,

The melancholy days have come, 
the saddest of the year, whe 
people burn up lots of leaves they 
better have held dear. | find tha 
some folks imagine that because 
ashes are good fertilizer, therefore 
they are creating a fertilizer value 
|in turning leaves into ashes, It's 
no such thing. 


Anybody who buys commercial 
\fertilizers and reads the analyses 
|printed on the bags knows that 
what the manufacturers profess to 
be selling is nitrogen, phosphoric 
|acid and potash. Anybody who buys 
fertilizing materials that are at all 
closely priced knows that the mos! 
| expensive part is the nitrogen. Nov 
|dead leaves contain a little phos 
| phoric acid and considerable pot 
ash. When you burn them, the 
burning thas not increased the 
amount of these things nor mate. 
them handier for the plants to use 
It might conceivably increase the 
danger that the potash woul 
|wash out in the rains and snows 
‘and either go down the Shawsheen 
River or sink so far into the grouné 
as to be beyond the reach o 
lawn-grass roots.

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Andover Guild Has Had Long, Successful Career 


The Andover Guild has had a 
long record of service to the com- 
munity. Like many another ongani- 
zation it has had its ups and downs 
and its program and emphasis 
have changed from year to year. 
The origin and early years of this 
organization are not very well 
known, but it began its work a 
good many years ago and has been 
thinking in terms of various needs 
of the community from its very 
beginning. One of the persons who 
has watched it for the last forty 
years tells of the time when it 
took care of a great deal of the 
relief work in Andover.

The money by which it was 
supported came from various 
sources, some of it from popular 
subscription, some of it from a 
few individuals of considerable 
means. Besides the relief work 
that this organization did back as 
far as 1901 it conducted classes in 
sewing, cooking, and basketry. 
Long before there were any public 
amusement places or public dance 
halls, the Andover Guild offered a 
place for groups within the com- 
munity to hold parties and dances 


and celebrate various holiday 
occasions. In the last fifteen or 
twenty years it has become in- 


creasingly an organization given 
over to recreational and character 
building work in which the play 
activities of children and young 
people are wisely supervised by 
professional and volunteer workers 
with training and experience. The 
Guild now serves over four hun- 
dred children and young people, 
offering them a place for bas- 
ketball, bowling, gymnasium 
classes, reading, manual training, 
and a dozen other play activities.
